NO DAY OF GRACE 


GIVEN CZOLGOSZ 


Assassin of the President Doomed 


to Die Week Beginning 28th 


of October Next. 


Butfalo, N. Y.? Sept. 
26.—Leon 


Czolgosz, murderer of President Mc- 
Kinley, September 6, was today sen- 
tenced Jjy Judge White in "branch 
three of -the supreme court of Erie 
county to death in the electric chair 
sometime during the week beginning 
October 28, 1901. 


According to the law in this state 


October 28 is the earliest date that 
could be fixed for the execution ol 
Czolgosz. 


STRINGENT (HJABD. 


The police arrangements at the city 


hall, where Leon P. Czolgoss received 
his sentence, were even more strin- 
gent than at the trial of the assassin. 
Half an hour before the time an- 
nounced for the opening of the court 
the court room was filled and the 
doors 'locked. 


After 1:30 no one but officials con- 


nected with the court and* newspaper 
men were allowed to enter. About 
twenty-five of the 
150 
spectators 


were women. 


The police cleared the hallway of 


the crowd and no more were allowed 
to come to the second floor of the 
building. 
* 


At five minutes after 2 o'clock the 


prisoner was brought into 
court, 


shackled to Detectives Oteary 
and 


Solomon, accompanied by Assistant 
Superintendent Cusack and Jailer 
Mitchell. The crowd sought to surge 
about them and \t was with difficulty 
that the tipstaves cleared a -channel 
down the aisle to tho prisoner's sea£. 


ASSASSIN WAS NERVOTIS. 


Czolgosz was perspiring and seem- 


ed uervous,though he did not tremble 
and his gait was steady. 


Czolgosz took his seat and mopped 


his brow with 
his 
handkerchief. 


When he settled back in his chair 
his wonted listless attitude was ab- 
sent. He kept his eyes wide open 
and looked about him occasionally, 
but presently he dropped his eyes to 
the table ahead of him and assumed 
his former listless air. The strain on 
him was intense, evidently, as was 
attested by a few sighs and a heaving 
of the chest. 


At 2:12 Justice White took his seat 


on the bench and the crier announced 
the opening of court. 


"Czolgosz, stand up," commanded 


District Attorney Thomas Penney, 
of the 
prosecution. The assassin 


rose.

Turning to the court, counsel for 
he defendant said: 
"He says no 


ther person had anything to do with 
t; 'that no other person knew of his 
ommissiou but himself. His father 
r mother or no one else knew noth- 
ng about it" 
The prisoner closed his lips, stared 
traight ahead of him and awaited 
he court's' pronouncement of his 
loom. 


SENTENCE IS PKONOTTNCED. 
The sentence was brief. 
"Czol- 


:osz?" said the court, "you have com- 
mitted a grave crime against the 
ttate and our union in the assassina- 
iou of our beloved president. After 
earning all the facts and circum- 
stances in the case twelve good men 
have pronounced you guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. You say that 
no other person abetted you in the 
ommission of this terrible act. The 
penalty is fixed by statute, and it 
Becomes any duty to impose sentence 
upon you. The sentence of this 
court is that in the week beginning 
October 28th, at the place designated 
and in the manner prescribed by law, 
rou ruffer the punishment of death." 


NOT A MTTSCLE QTTIVEEEB.

stood 
erect, 
looking 


straight at the judge. 


e' did not tremble; not a muscle 


quivered. As soon as the death sen- 
:ence was finished he took his seat in 
the same indifferent manner that has 
characterized him throughout the 
trial. 
He was brought to his feet 


quickly by the officers at 2:20. They 
shackled him and led him away to 
iall, while the crowd surged after 
them and the officers. 


Sheriff Caldwell was asked if he 


was ready to take the prisoner to 
Auburn. 


"You may say that • no one but 


those who will act as guards and my- 
self will know the time of departure 
Even the guards will not be notified 
until the last moment. The moment 
the prisoner is sentenced he passes 
into my hands and from that tim 
until he is delivered at Auburn it 
will not be possible to learn about 
the assassin's movements."

A CLOSE RACE. 


Honors in the race today were at 
he outset with the American boat 
ind her great skipper, Captain Barr, 
who outjockeyed and outsailed the 
British 
skipper 
at ne'arly every 


point. 


The Associated Press dispatches on 


the race were received by the Mar- 
oni wireless telegraph system, the 
tfaroni company of London, and tho 
American Wireless telegraph com-* 
pany of Philadelphia, operating. 


COLUMBIA THERE PIRST. 


The Columbia was the.first to reach 


the starting point at Sandy Hook 
ightship, arriving there at 10:10.' 
No effort was made to set sail ou the 
defender until £he was within u half 
f mile of the lightship, but fiv* 
minutes after her arrival the big 
main sail was hoisted, followed fif- 
een minutes later by the club top 
sail. 
At this time the Shamrock 


was about half way out to the start, 
;till in tow, and diving iiuto the long 
iwells with the water dashing in 
sheets from her bow. 


Before either of the yachts had 


•cached the start the wind had fallen 
(lightly and the white caps of the 
jarly morning disappeared. 
The 


\vind, however, gave no sign of shift- 
ng at 10:30 and was "holding (well 
'rom the northeast. 


The Columbia swung away from 


her tow at 10:35, going of?-on tho 
first tack, but almost immediately 
heading round for the lightship. The 
Shamrock followed five minutes later, 
and at 10:45 "both boats were stand- 
.ng off 'and on round the lightship 
under their lower sails and club top 
sail. 


BOTH READY FOR RACE. 


Both yachts were ready for the race 


some time before the vanguard of 
the excursion fleet arrived at the 
lightship, -but at 11 o'clock the ma- 
jority had put in an <appearance and 
the rest were not far behind. 


The fleet was not as large as on the 


first day of the races two years ago, 
although there were probably 200 
yachts of various kinds about >che 
starting point. 


The course today was fifteen miles 


to windward and return, starting 
from the Sandy Hook lightship and 
running to 
a point off the Long 


Island shore. 


THE START. 


The warning gun was fired at 10:55 
and during the ten minutes elapsing 
between that signal and the prepara- 
tory gtm the two yachts wore widely 
separated, and it 
later developed 


that the 
American captain 
had 


chosen his position and planned his 
maneuvers with consummate skill, 
for the Columbia £ot the windward 
berth. 


OAPT. BARR'S SKILL. 


When she got it, in spite of every 


effort on the part of Captain Syca- 
more, the Columbia maintained lier 
advantage. 
During the five min- 


utes preceding the Start the jockey- 
ing of the yachts was intricate and 
interesting. 


So closely did Uie boats hug the 


line that 'botai went <over before the 
starting gun had been fired-and were 
compelled to turn back. 


Then it was that that Captain 


Sycamore undertook -to wrest from 
the American skipper the tatter's 
earlier advantage. 
The Shamrock 


came along like * flash and tried 


to cut into the Columbia's -weather. 


Tha latter, however, came around 


EO quickly and guaged her move- 
ments so well that the Shamrock 
was forced outside the lightship and 
when the two yachts came around 
the line agtiin the Shamrock's sails 
were seen to be flapping under the 
blanket of the Columbia. Once more 
the British skipper tried and once 
more the Cohimbia met him. 
The 


Shamrock tried to split tacks, but 
tho Columbia 
waited 
just 
long 


enough and then 'came around, still 
holding the advantage. 


WON INITIAL VICTORY. 


The starting gun was fired at last, 


and the yachts shot for the line. As 
it was reached it became evident 
that the American skipper liad won 
the initial victory. He not only oc- 
cupied the weather position, but he 
had the Columbia at the line twelve 
seconds ahead of the 
Shamrock. 


This with the forty-three 
seconds 


which the Shamrcck must allow the 
Columbia gave the latter an advan- 
tage of only five seconds less than a 
full minute. 


The official time 'of the start was: 
Columbia, 
11:10:49; 
Shamrock, 


11:11:01. 


After crossing the line the yachts 


sped away to the eastward, each on 
the port tack. 


Tho honors of -the start were far 


•and away with the American boat* 
Captain Barr had outgeneraled his 
rival and the battle was on with toe 
American yacht comfortably berthed 
to t&e windward. 


REAL BATTLE BEGINS. 


Then the real battle began. -Barr 


began his usual tactics, pinching out 
to windward all he possibly could, 
while Sycamore held along, giving 
his sails a good full and footing a 
trifle faster. 
The Columbia's skip- 


per took advantage of every little 
puff of wind to luff out, and <the road 
the cup defender traveled was so 
much higher that it looked then like 
aa easy victory to the windward 
turning mark. 
At 11:23 the Columbia got a fine 


slant of wind and pointed so much 
higher that for a time it looked «is 


she had tacked to starboard. 
It 


was seen a couple of minutes later, 
however, that the American yacht 
was still beating out on the port tack 
when the wind fell. 
This little lift 


was a great thiug for the Columbia, 
and she had a nice little lead estab- 
ished after fifteen minutes'of sailing, 


Sycamore held along until he saw 


that the wind nvas lifting more to 
the eastward, and at 11:29 tacked to 
starboard. 
It did not take long for 


the observers to see 'that the Colum- 
bia was going to cress the English 
yacht's bow with a comfortable mar- 
gin, for at 11:30 Barr tacked hia 
ship to weather of the Shamrock. 


DEFENDER'S PINE SPEED. 


Going off on the starboard tack tho 


defender traveled at a fine speed an'd 
was pointing 'higher than the Sham- 
rock. 
The wind was of a'bout eight 


knots strength at this time and tho 
sea was amoofch. 
The Columbia held 


along for a brief period, and at 11:41

Washington, Sept. 26.— Tho Schley 


court cf inquiry began its session 
today with the intention of holding 
one sitting, having decided to forsgo 
the afternoon session 
in order to 


permit the members or Uie court and 
counsel to attend 
the funeral of 


Judge Wilson. 


Counsel for the navy department 


;oday continued their efforts to show 
that Admiral Scliley had information 
of the presence of Admiral Cervcra 
and his fleet in the harbor at SMI- 
tiago and introduced for this pur- 
pose additional officers of the aux- 
iliary cruisers which 
were at the 


time doing duty as scout boats in 
West 
Indian 
waters. 
Admiral 


Schley's counsel, on the other ha,id, 
maintained their purpose of trying 
to hold the testimony down to the 
requirements of civil courts. 


CAPTAIN WISE HEAKD. 


Captain Wise, who commanded the 


scout ship Ya'le during the Spanish 
war, continued his declaration of the 
retrograde movement of the flying 
squadron toward Key West on May 
27th. 


He first told of how the Tale had 


taken the Herrimac in tow under 
direction of Admiral Schley. He said 
that the admiral had signalled upon 
starting to ask if there 
-was coal 


enough to carry him to Key West, to 
which he had responded in the affirm- 
ative. On the next day he had :*e- 
portel in response to an inquiry t 
he hr.d coal sufficient for two days 
of full steaming and for four days 
of moderate steaming. 


He was then dispatched to Newport 


New 5, reporting to Sampson on the 
way. 
Ee had told Admiral Samp- 


son, he said, that the flying squadron 
was about thirty miles west of San- 
tiago. 
In response to a question 


from the admiral he had said he did 
not know what it was doing there. 
In detailing the trip westward to 
Key West, the witness told of the 
breaking of the Yale's hawser on the 
Memma':. 
He said this had caused 


delay. 


••What was the difficulty?" asked 


Captain Lemlcy. 


"Improper securing of hawser on 


the Merrimac." 


<*\Vus it due ta tempestuous weath- 


er or not?" 


"Not at all." 
Mr! Hanna read the following ex- 


tract from Admiral Schley's report 
of Peruary 18, to the committee of 
naval affairs in reference to the let- 
ter from the secretory of the navy of 
February 6, 1898, beginning; "After 
having been informed by the scouts 
commanded by such officers ns Sigs- 
bee, Jewell and Wise, that although 
they had all 'been oft Santiago de 
Cuba for a week they had seen noth- 
ing of it (the Spanish fleet), and 
knew nothing of its movements or 
its whereabouts, etc/1 


DID NOT TELL SCHLEY. 


He then asked Captain Wise if he 


had made such a communication to 
the admiral. 


'•I did notr 
v was the response. 


"Did you give Admiral Schley any 


information respecting the Spanish 
squadron?*7 


'•Only through Captain Sigsbee, 


did not go on board the Brooklyn at 
all. 
I gave Captain Sigsbee all the 


information I had.*' 


"Had you been oft Santiago for ? 


week?" 


"I -was there from the morning cf 


the 22nd until the evening of the 
26th, when tho flying squadron ar- 
rived.'7 


Captain Wise TVUS cross-examined 


on this point by Mr* Kaynor. 
He 


asked: 
"From the morning of the 


22nd until the arrival of the flying 
squadron on the evening of the 26th 
you were trying to get in touch with 
the enemy and watching the harbor?*' 


"Yes." 
"You saw nothing in 'there?** 
"I could not see any harbor at all.* 
"You could see around tho cornel 


of Cay Smith?** 


"We saw the masts of a small ves- 


sel. 
Could not distinguish what it 


SENT NO ONE ASHORE. 


"You sent no one on shore -to try 


to establish communication?'* 


"Not at all." 
"Isn't the natural condition of the 


harbor such that it is impossible to 
see considerably up the harbor?" 


"You can only see a short distance 


up the harbor." 


"And there was nothing in sight 


whatever, WAS there?" 


"Nothing at all." 
The witness had said that Captain 


Sigsbee had taken tho dispatch be- 
ginning, "Get in touch with the en- 
emy." 
The court, through Admiral 


Dewey, asked: 


'Was it your duty or that of Cap- 


tain Sigsbee to convey the informa- 
tion in the dispatch referred to to 
Commodore Schley?" 


"I think it was Captain Sigsbee's, 


as he went immediately on duty and 
I was intercepted by orders from the 
commodore to take the Herrkaac in 
;ow." 


Mr. Hanna—"Did you receive any 
nquiry, or did the commanding of- 
ficer of the flying squadron ask you 
'or any information cvt any time?" 


"Nothing." 
Mr. Baynor continued his ques- 


tions, devoting himself especially to 
;he signalling: between the Yale anO. 
the flagship. The witness said he 
was sure.that on May 2G, when he 
lailed the Texas, he had not passed 
within hailing- distance of the Brook- 
yn, being eleven and one-half miles 
distant. 


Mr. Kaynor read 
from a report 


made on May 30 by Admiral Samp- 
jan, in whioh he stated that Captain 
Wise- had told him that he believed 
Santiago harbor to be strongly forti- 
fied* 


"Is that true?** Mr. Kaynor asked. 
"It is," was the response. 


COULD HAVE SIGNALED. 


Captain Wise s:iid in reply to ques- 


tions bv Captain Parker that he could 
it any ume when off Santiago havo 
been able to signal any information 
[ie might have had in repaid tD the 
situation. 
He had seen the masts 


of a vessel, and thought it to be a 
small military vessel. 
He had gone 


near enough to observe the land bat- 
teries. 


In reply to an inquiry from the 


court the witness said that the land 
batteries did not fire upon the Yale 
while that vessel was reconnoitering 
tho harbor* 


He also said that even though he 


had been the senior officer while off 
Santiago prior to the arrival of Cap- 
tain Cotton he had not commanded 
Captain Sigsbee to give the commo- 
dore (Schley) the 
information he 


(Wist;) had given to him (Sigsbee)* 


The questions by the court and the 


replies to them were as follows: 
THE YALE NOT FIRED UPON. 
"Did the batteries at or near San- 


tiago fire upon the Yale while she was 
reconnoitering?'' 


"Not at all." 
''Who was the senior 
officer off 


Santiago prior to the arrival of the 
flying squadron?*' 


**I was senior officer until Captain 


Cotton came on the 23d. 
He 
was 


there until 
the 24th, 
and I was 


senior officer on the 23th and 'the 
squadron came there on the 26th; 


'•Did you not direct Captain Sigsbee 


to give to Commodore Schley the in- 
formation that you had received from 
tho navy department with regard to 
the 
whereabouts of the 
Spanish 


squadron?" 


"I did not." 
At this point Captain "Wise was 


excused and Admiral Cotton was re- 
called to make verbal corrections in 
the testimony previously given by 
him. 


Admiral Cotton was questioned con- 


cerning some points of the Santiago 
campaign. 


He said that on the 
morning of 


May 31, after arriving from Kings- 
ton, he had gone aboard the Brook-

CONVERSATION- WITH SCHLE7. 


Asked by Captain Lemley to relate 


his 
conversation 
with 
Admiral 


Schley on the occasion of that visit, 
he said: 


'•He informed me that it had been 


ascertained that some, at least, of the 
ships of Admiral Cervera's squadron 
\veie within the harbor of Santiago; 
that they had been seen and were in 
sight, and, as a matter of -fact, one 
of them was then in sight at the en- 
trance to the harbor. In language 
as nearly as I can remember he slid: 


" 'After dinner I am going to hoist 


my flag on board "the Massachusetts 
and take her and the Iowa and go in 
and have a pot-shot at 
those fel- 


lows/ » 


Lemley—"Anything further?'' 
''There was, of course, some further 


conversation, 
I cannot 
recall the 


words nor, aside from what I have 
nun-tioned, the particular subjects/' 


TEXAS' ENGINES REVERSED. 
William C. Gray, 
who was chief 


machinist of the Texas during the 
battle off Santiago on July 3, testi- 
fied that on that date he had been on 
duty at the throttle of the starboard 
engine of the battleship. He said 
that when he went 
to the engine 


room the vessel was going 
ahead. 


The next signal," he said, "was to 


stop, and a minute afterward to re- 
verse. 
The engines were then re- 


versed/' 


The witness said the reversal was 


very brief, the revolutions not ex* 
cceding 100 and 
the time 
being 


short. He had, he said, heard after- 
ward that the reversal was because 
they were passing the Brooklyn. 


Lieut. Spencer S. Wood, who com- 


manded the dispatch 
boat Dupont 


during the Spanish war, was the nest 
witness. 


Lieutenant Wood related the par- 


ticulars of his mission as a dispatch 
carrier from Admiral Sampson, lying 
cit Key West, to Admiral Schley, who 
was off Cienfuegos. He had left Key 
West on May 20th, 
carrying dis- 


patches, of which the Iowa carried 
duplicates ,and had reached Cienfue- 
gos several hours in advance of the 
Iowa. 


DELIVERED DISPATCHES. 


"On m y arrival," the witness said, 


"I went aboard and personally de- 
livered the dispatches which I car- 
ried from Admiral Sampson to Com 
modcre 
Schley 
in his cabin at 9 


o'clock. He asked me Admiral Samp- 
son's idea about where the Spanish 
squadron was. I told him I did not 
know. 
He 
asked me 
of Admiral 


Sampson's intentions. I told him I 
did not know them. He told me he 
thought the Spanish squadron were 
there. He had heard firing and was 
almost convinced that 
they were 


there. The conversation, was on the 
line of endeavor to find out from me 
what Admiral Sampson's plans v/ere 
I could give him no information/' 


"How long were you on board the 


flagship?" 


"Until just before luncheon." 
"Have you 
anything- further to 


state with respect to this interview 
wliih will bear upon the subject of 
this inquiry?'' 


HESITATED ABOUT COAL. 


**The commodore hesitated some 


about giving me ccal. He did not 
think he could spare coal at first. 
I said it was absolutely i;fccesr;»ry 
'that we we:-e 
almost out of cool 


having made the 
rua from Key 


West. Hs 
said: 'Very well, g 


below and I will think it over/ 


"I went below to the wardroom 


and was 'afterward called up and 
informed that they would give me 
ccal. 
I had never before met t'ac 


admiral. He impressed me as being 
very nervous. 
He 
would g-C't 


and walk around, come back and sil 
clown, and a number of questions lie 
asked me about Admiral Sampson's 
intentions I was unable to answer/ 


"If I understand you clearly yov 


had knowledge of the contents 01" 
the dispatches which you delivered?' 
WERE DUPLICATE DISPATCHES, 


" Admiral Sampson did not tell 


me What was in them. 
He simply 


told me these wcie 
duplicate dis- 


patches he was 
sending 
by the 


Iowa. These duplicates, he said, lit 
gave to me because he thought the 
Bupont could m.ike better speed. I 
left after the Iowa, passed her of 
Cape Antonio and arrived in Qen- 
fuegcs some three or four hours o? 
fore she did. I left Key West ai 
10:30 a. m. 'en ths 30th." 


"During this interview in which 


you made somo statements with re- 
spect to the admiral's manner h 
he read the dispatches? Did he rsaC 
them in your pressnca?" 


"Oh, yes/' 
"Did ho advise you cf their con- 


tents then?" 


"He did rot tell me 
positively 


what they were. I gathered while 
I VMS aboard the flagship w<hat they 
contained, but whether it was while 
I was in the cabin or later in the 
wardroom I do not know. 
I never 


saw their contents, and 
Admiral 


Sampson never told live what they 
were/' 


"I wish to ascertain exactly the 


particulars cf this interview/' 


DISPATCHES IMPORTANT. 


"All t'he dispatches seemed to be 


of an important character judging 
from the admiral's manner on re- 
ceiving them. As I stated, he v 
very nervous/' 


Asked by Mr. Haynor if Admiral 


Sampson or any 
one else had In- 


'orinca Mm before he left Kty West 
for Cienfueg-os that a code of sig- 
nals had been agreed upon between 
the American forces and the Cu^an 
.nsurgcats, Lieutenant Wcoci replied 
n the negative. 
He had not, iie 


said, received such information offi- 
cially, but he added that it was cur- 
rent talk tit Key West that the Har- 
slehead en a previous trip had es- 
tablished communications with tiic 
Cub.ias. 
If, however, a code had 


been arranged he- did not know of 
the fact. 


Before Lieutenant Wood had con- 


cluded his testimony th* court at 
1:45 adjourned for the day to per- 
mit attendance at Judge Wilson's 
funeral.

THE LETTER TO SHAFFER. 
New York, Sept. 26.—In an open 


letter issued at the Ashland house 
Samuel Gcmpers, president

Mitchell, president of the

Mine Workers of America and second 
vice president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, challenged Theodore 
J. Shaffer, president of- the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, to prove his statements 
recently made against them. 


The letter says that 
the under- 


signed have read in the press 
the 


statement purporting to come from 
Mr. Shaffer and have no reason to 
doubt its authenticity. In pursuance 
of their duty to union labor and the 
interests committed to their care, and 
having no desire for -a newspaper 
controversy, they submit the follow- 
ing propositions: 


TO RESIGN IF GUILTY. 


"1. That a committee of three 


shall meet-either in Pittsburg, Wash- 
ington or the city of New York for 
the purpose of hearing and determin- 
ing the charges and insinuations you 
have mado against us. 


"2. That if the committee finds us 


guilty of your charges and insinua- 
tions we will resign from the presi- 
dency of the American Federation of 
Labor and the vice presidency of the 
Cigarmakers' International 
union; 


from the presidency of the United 
Mine Workers of America and from 
the second vice presidency of the 
American Federation of Labor, 


"3. That the committee shall con- 


sist of three members of organised 
labor to be selected by you from lists 
herein submitted: Martin Fix, presi- 
dent; Joseph Valentine; vice presi- 
dent Iron Holders' Union of North 
America; Secretary Tilden or Organ- 
izer Spencer. United Association of 
Plumbers, Gasfitters, 
Steamfittevs 


and Steam Helpers; James Lynch, 
president, or James W. Bramwood, 
secretary. International Typographi- 
cal Union; Martin 0. Higgins, presi- 
dent, International Printing Press- 
men's union; M. Dolphin,, president, 
or H. B. Perham, secretary, Order of 
Railway Telegraphers; William H. 
Frazier, secretary, International Sea- 
men's union; E. Lewis Evans, secre- 
tary. Tobacco Workers' International 
union; Jerre L. Sullivan, secretary, 
Hotel and Restaurant Employes' In- 
ternational union; M. Foency, presi- 
dent, International Brotherhood of 
Bookbinders; William Huber, presi- 
dent.

"We should have submitted the 


names cf the officers of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and the

where Miss Stone and her companion 
were taken, as the two women disap- 
peared in the night and ths rest c* 
the party were detained under guii".; 
for a time. Finally the robbers re- 
lieved tiuse captivts of watches ana 
other valuables and departed. Ttis 
missionaries made their way «t once 
to Samaokoo. 


According to the story 
told by 


these victims the capture was made 
at 4 o'clock «n tho afternoon cf Sept. 
3, while Miss Stone and Mrs. Tsilka. 
the wife of an Albanian preacher, 
wera traveling with frisnds 
fron; 


Bansko to Bjumao. Ihere wero fif- 
teen to eighteen in tho party. 
The 


bandits confronted them in a nar- 
row valley, surrounded them antf 
compelled them to wade a river emu 
ascend wooded mountain 
side for 


about an hour. There appeared to 
be about forty brigands dressed like 
Turks, but speaking good Bulgaria!?. 


At length a stopping place was 


reached. 
The next morning Miss 


Stono -and Mrs. Tsilka were missed, 
and it was apparent that the main 
body of the outlaws had departed, 
leaving only a guard. 
Later this 


guard compelled the captives to give- 
up their watches, money and jewelry, 
after which they disappeared up the 
mountain, leaving the missionaries 
•free. 


The authorities did not ler.ru of the 


capture until 
nearly 
twenty-four 


hours after it had taken place, and 
it is thought this gave the brigands 
iill the chance they needed to reacli 
a secure hiding-place. It is thought

It had swept 'away every vestige of 
mist or haze and 'the Long Island 
£&ore was visible from the Jersey 
coast 


The sea,however? -was quite rough 


and a heavy surf was pounding on 
the beach at Sandy Hook. 
Off the 


Sandy Hook lightship a little fleet of 
pilot boats was scudding about under 
reef main sail, while two or three 
tramp steamers bound out tumbled 
badly in the heavy seas. 


Remembering how the breeze fell 


yesterday, however, from a half gale 
in the early inorning to u light six 
knots at 2 o'clock, the •weather-wise 
were inclined to place only faint faith 
in the eatf.y morning conditions- 


ALL EARLY ASTIR. 


On. board the challenger and de- 


fender everyone was early -astir. 
About 6 o'clock the launch from the 
Columbia's tender put some sailors 
aboard the yacht, and they finished 
up the work they began yesterday of 
polishing off the side paint. 
Shortly 


after 7 o'clock the Shamrcck's crew 
was put aboaiVl from the Porto Rico 
and went to v/ork stripping the pro- 
tecting- canvass from -the boom and 
bowsprit ai)d putting tha forward 
sails »n steps. 


In the •meantime the Columbia's 


crew had gone to breakfast and the 
boat -was 'deserted for an hour.

SLIP THEIR MOORINGS. 


E. D. Morgan went on board the 


Columbia from the* tender Park City 
at a few minutes -before 9 o'clock, 
Manager Jemieson and Designor 
Watson reaching the Shamrock at 
about the same time. At 9:05 the 
Columbia slipped her mooring and 
was taken in tow by the tug Flint. 
A moment later the Shamrock was 
taken in tow by the Lawrence. 


Going at full speed the Flint with 


the cup defender passed the point of 
the Hook at 9:12, heading for Sandy 
Hook lightship. 
At that hour the 


wind had decreased slightly and was 
blowing at sixteen knots from the 
northeast. 


As the Columbia passed the Hook 


several of the official boats went by 
her, but at that hour a few vessels 
of the great excursion fleet had ap- 
peared and the racer* nod the waters 
practically to themselves. 


The Victor, with the guests of Sir 


Thomas Lipton, arrived at the Hook 
about 9:40 and the party aboard was 
transferred to the Erin, which im- 
mediately started after the Sham- 
rock. 


LIPTOtf NOT ON SHAMROCK. 
It had been Sir Thomas Lipton's 


intention to sail in the races on board 
the Shamrock, but this morning lie 
concluded that his leg, which is still 
lame from a recent fall, would pre- 
vent his taking an active part in the 
management of the boat, so lie re- 
mained on the Erin* 


On board the Shamrock were W. 


Butler Duncan, representing the New 
York Yacht club; Mr. Jamieson and 
Mr. Ratsey. 


When the Shamrock was close to 


the southwest spit buoy at 9:20 she 
sent up her main sail. Then the club 
top sail went up and a few moments 
later her head stays were broken out. 
She did not, however, <lrop her line 
to the tug. The Columbia passed the 
bar at 9:45, but did not break out 
any sails. 


Fully 20,000 persons left the city 


this morning for the race.

GIVEN CZOL60SZ 


Assassin of the President Doomed 


to Die Week Beginning 28th 


of 
I October Next. 


Buffalo, N. Y-, 
Sept. 
26.—Leon 


Czolgosz, murderer of President Mc- 
Kinley, September 6, was today sen- 
tenced by Judge White in branch 
three of -the supreme court of Erie 
county to death in the electric chair 
Fometime during the week beginning 
October 28, 1901. 


According to the law in this state 


October 28 is the earliest date tlint 
could be fixed for the execution or 
Czolgosz. 


STRINGENT GUABJX 


The police arrangements at the city 


hall, where Leon I1. Czolgosz received 
his sentence, were even more strin- 
gent than «t the trial of the assassin. 
Half ftn hour before 
>the time an- 


nounced for the opening of the court 
the court room was filled and the 
doors -locked. 


After 1:30 no one but officials con- 


nected with the court and* newspaper 
men were allowed to enter. About 
twenty-five of the 
150 
spectators 


were women. 


The police cleared the hallway of 


the crowd and no more were allowed 
to come to the second floor of the 
building. • 


At five minutes after 2 o'clock the 


prisoner was brought 
into 
court, 


shackled to Detectives 
Geary 
and 


Solomon, accompanied by Assistant 
Superintendent Cusack and 
Jailer 


Mitchell. The crowd sought to surge 
about them and $t was -with difficulty 
that the -tipstaves cleared a channel 
down the aisle to the prisoner's seaf. 


ASSASSIN WAS NEK-VOUS. 


Czolgosz was perspiring- and seem- 


ed nervous,though he did not tremble 
and his gait was steady. 


Czolgosa took his seat and mopped 


his brow with 
his 
handkerchief. 


When he settled back in his chair 
his wonted listless attitude was ab- 
sent. He kept his eyes wide open 
and looked about him occasionally, 
but presently he dropped his eyes to 
the table ahead of him and assumed 
his former listless air. The strain on 
him was intense, evidently, as was 
attested by a few sighs 'and .a heaving 
of the chest. 


At 2:12 Justice White took his seat 


on the bench and the crier announced 
the opening of court. 


"Caolgosz, stand up," commanded 


District Attorney Thomas Penney, 
of the prosecution. The 
assassin 


rose. 


*'Whal is your name?" asked Mr. 


Penney. 


"Leon P. Czolgosz." 
'•How old are you?" 
"Twenty-eight years." 
"Where were you born?" 
'•Detroit." 
"Where were you living when ar- 


rested?" 


"Cleveland." 
' _.. 


"What is your occupation^" 
"Ironworker." 
"Are you married or single?" 
"Single." 
"What degree of education Jiave 


you received?" 


No reply. 
"What schools have you attended?" 
"Public and church schools." 
"Are you temperate or intemper- 


ate?" 


"Temperate." 
NEVER BEJ?OHE CONVICTED. 
"Have you ever before been con- 


victed of any crime?" 


"No." 
"Are 
your 
father and mother 


alive?" 


"My father is alive. 
My mother 


is dead."'

Czolgosz's replies were so low that 


he could not be heard five feet away. 


"Have you any legal excuse why 


sentence should not be pronounced 
•against you?" 


Czolgosz tould not or pretended he 


could not hear the question put by 
the clerk. 
It was repeated to him 


twice, and then he said something in 
an inaudible tone. 
The judge inter- 


vened 'and explained what was meant 
by the question. 


"First, you may claim you are in- 


sane. 
Tho next is, have you good 


cause to offer Against sentence being 
.pronoun'ced .agAlnst youf" 


The judge also stated legal reasons 


the prisoner 
might 
have against 


sentence being pronounced. " 


NOTHING TO SAY. 


;I have nothing to say about that," 


was the reply. 


Justice Titus asked that >the prison- 


er be allowed to say something in 
exculpation of his crime. 


The prisoner began to speak. Hin 


voice was so low he could scarcely be 
heard. 
Judge Titus was obliged 
[£.o 


repeat it sentence by sentence, so 
that the 'court might hear. 
:'I have nothing to say," whispered 


Czolgosz to his counsel. 


Judge Titus "I think he ought to 


be permitted -to make a statement in 
exculpation of his family." 


Turning .to the prisoner 'again- 


Judge Titus held a 'brief conference. 


-, HAD NO ACCOMPLICES. 
•Turning -to the court, counsel for. 


the defendant said: 
"He says no 


other person had anything to do with 
.t; 'that aio other person knew of his 
commission but hlmsslf. 
His father 


or mother or no one else knew noth- 
ing about it." 


The prisoner closed his lips, stared 


straight ahead of him and awaited 
the court's' pronouncement of his 
doom. 


SENTENCE IS PRONOUNCED. 
The sentence was brief. 
"Czol- 


josz," said the court, "you have com- 
mitted a grave crime against the 
state and our union in the assassina- 
tion of our 'beloved president. After 
(learning all the facts and circum- 
stances in the case twelve good men 
have pronounced you guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. You say that 
no other person abetted you -in the 
commission of this terrible act. The 
penalty is fixed by statute, and it 
becomes my duty to impose sentence 
upon you. The sentence of this 
court is that in the week beginning 
October 28th, at the place designated 
and in the manner prescribed by law, 
you s-uffer the •punishment of death." 


NOT A MT7SCLE QUIVERED. 
Czolgosz 
stood 
erect, 
looking 


straight at the judge. 


He' did not tremble; not a muscle 


quivered. As soon as the death sen- 
tence was finished he took his scat in 
the same indifferent manner that has 
characterized him throughout the 
trial. 
He was brought to his feet 


quickjy by the officers at 2:20. They 
shackled him and led him away to 
jail, while the crowd surged after 
them and the officers. 


Sheriff Caldwell was asked if he 


was ready to take the prisoner to 
Auburn. 


"You may say that no one but 


those who wall act as guards and my- 
self will know the time of departure. 
Even the guards will not be notified 
until the last moment. The moment 
the prisoner is sentenced he passes 
into my hands and from that timo 
until .he is delivered at Auburn it 
will not be possible to learn about 
the assassin's movements."

the 1901 Cup Races. 


RACE IN TIE LIMIT 


•New York, Sept. 26.—4:07 p. m.— 


The wind has fallen again and1 it 
tow seems -almost impossible for the 
race 'to be finished -within the time 
limit. 
The Columbia is still lea'ding, 


New York, Sept. 26.—The first race 


of the 1901 series for the 'America's 
cup, 
between Sir Thomas Lipton's 


challenger, Shamrock II., and the 
gallant old defender of 1899, Colum- 
bia, was started to'clay. 


At this hour, 4 o'clock, it is almost 
trtain the American boat wiH win, 


if the finish can be made within the 
time limit, which expires at 4:40. 


Columbia turned the stake boat at 


3:00. 


Shamrock turned the stake boat at 


3:18:80. 


A CLOSE RACE. 


Honors in the race today were at 


the outset with the American boat 
and her great skipper, Captain Barr, 
who outjockeye.d and outsailed the 
British 
skipper 
nt nearly every 


point. 


The'Associated Press dispatches on 


the race were received by the Mar- 
coni wireless telegraph system, the 
Naroui company oC London, and tho 
American Wireless '•Telegraph com- 
pany of Philatlelplii'a, operating. 


. COLUMBIA THERM 1'IRST, 
The Columbia was the.first to reach 


the starting point at Sandy Hook 
lightship, arriving there at lOilO.1 


No effort was made to set sail 'on tkfl 
defender until -she was within u half 
of rnilo of the lightship, but five 
minutes after her 
arrival the big 


main soil was hoisted, followed fif- 
teen minutes later by the club top 
sail. 
At this time the Shamrock 


was about half way out 'to the start, 
till in tow, and diving into tho long 
swells with the water dashing in 
sheets from her bow. 


Before either of 
tho yachts had 


laclied the start the -wind had fallen 


slightly and the -white caps of the 
early morning disappeared. 
Tho 


wind, however, gave no sign of shift- 
ing at 10:30 -and was Tiolding well 
from the uoiitheast. 


Tho Columbta swung awny from 


her tow at "10:35, going off-on tha 
first tack, but almost immediately 
heading round for the lightship. The 
Shamrock followed five minutes later, 
and at 10:45 both boats were stand- 
ing off and on. round ithe lightship 
under their lower sails and club top 
sail. 


BOTH READY POR RACK. 


Both yachts were -ready -for 'the race 


Some time before the vanguard of 
the excursion fleet arrived at the 
lightship, but at 11 o'clock the ma- 
jority hud put in an -appearance and 


fi rest were not far behind. 
The fleet was not ns large as on the 


first day of the races two years ago, 
although there .were probably 200 
yachts of various kinds about -the 
starting point. 


The course today was fifteen miles 


to windward 
and return, starting 


from the Sandy Hook lightship ana 
running to 
a point on: the Long 


Island shore. 


THE START. 


The warning gun was fired at 30:50 


and vluriu-g the ten minutes elapsing 
between that signal and the prepara- 
tory gun the two yachts wore widely 
separated, and it 
Hater developed 


that the 
American, captain 
had 


chosen his position nnd planned his 
maneuvers with consummate skill, 
for .the Columbia got the windward 
berth. 


OAPT. BARR'S SKILL. 


When she got it, in spite of every 


effort on 'the part of Captain Syca 
more, the Columbia maintained hw: 
advantage. 
During the -five min- 


utes preceding the start the jockey- 
ing of the yachts was intricate and 
interesting. 


So closely did the "boats hug the 


line that 'botii went -ovei* before the 
starting gun had bee'n fired-and were 
Compelled to turn back. 


Then it was that 
that Captain 


Sycamore undertook fto wrest from 
tho American skipper t'lifr latter's 
earlier advantage. The Shamrock 
cam's 'Along' like ft flash nnd tried 


to cut into the Columbia's weather. 


The latter, however, came around 


so quickly and guaged 
Jier mave- 


merits so well that 
>th& Shamrock 


was forced outside the lightship and 
when the two yachts came around 
the line again the Shamrock's sails 
•were seen, to be flapping under the 
blanket of the Columbia. Once more 
the British skipper tried -and once 
more the Columbia met him. 
The 


Shamrock tried to split tacks, but 
tha- Columbia 
waited 
just 
long 


enough and then 'cirne around, still 
holding the advantage. 


WOW INITIAL VICTORY. 


The starting gun was fired at last, 


and the yachts shot for the line. As 
it was reached it be'came 
evident 


that the American skipper had won 
the initial victory. He not only oc- 
cupied the wentiher position, but he 
had the Columbia nt the line twelve 
seconds ahead 
of the 
Shamrock. 


This with the 'forty-three seconds 
which the Shamrock must allow the 
Columbia gave the latter an advan- 
tng-s of only five seconds less than a 
full minute. 


The official 'time of the start was: 
Columbia, 
11:10:49; 
Shamrock, 


11:11:01. 


After crossing the line the yachts 


sped away to the eastward, each on 
the port tack. 


Tho hoirors of the start were far 


and away with the American boat. 
Captain Barr had outg-erieraled his 
rival and the battle was on with tlie 
American yacht comfortably berthed 
to 13ia windward. 


JIBAL BATTLE BEGINS. 


Then the real 'battle began. 'Barr 


began his usual tncti'cs, pinching out 
to -windward all he possibly could, 
while Sycamore held tfilong, giving 
his sails a good full and footing a 
trifle faster. 
The Columbia's skip- 


per took advantage of every little 
puff of wind to luff out, and *the road 
the cup defender traveled -was so 
much higher that it looked then like 
an easy victory 
to the windward 


turning mark. 


At 11:23 the Columbia got a fine 


slant of wind and pointed so much 
higher that for u time it looked ns 
if she had tacked to starboard. 
It- 


was seen a couple of minutes later,, 
however, that the American yacht 
was still beating out on the port tack 
when the wind fell. 
This little lift 


was a great thing for .the Columbia, 
and she had a nice -little lead estab- 
lished after fifteen minutes of sailing, 


Sycamore held along until he saw 


that the wind was lifting more to 
the eastward, and -at H;29 tacked to 
starboard. 
It did not take long for 


the observers to see that the Colum- 
bia was going to cress the English 
yacht's bow with a comfortable mar- 
gin, for at 11:30 Barr tacked hi3 
ship to weather of the Shamrock. 


DEFENDER'S FINE SPEED. 


Going off on the starboard tack tha 


defender traveled nt a fine speed and 
was pointing higher than the Sham- 
rock. 
The wind was of about eight 


knots strength at this time and the 
sea was smooth. 
The Columbia held 


along for a brief period, and at 1-1:41 
took another hitch to port in order 
to take up a better position -on tha 
Shamrock's weaker quarter, for the 
Itipton yacht seemed1 to 'be footing 
faster on tho starboard tack .than1 
she did on -the port.. 


When out to weather of the Sham- 


rock the Columbia tacked to starboard 
again and both .racers were sailing 
alike. 
A little later the Shamrock 


appeared to be gaining on her rival, 
for despite Barr's endeavor to cut up 
her -wind, she footed fast began1 to 
creep slowly up to the Columbia's lea 
until she almost had li»r wJnd clear. 


BARR -WAS READY. 


But Barr was ready for this nnd

In detailing the trip westward to 
Key West, the witness told of the 
breaking of the Yale'5 hmvper-on the 
Merrima'C.

Captain Leinley. 


"Improper securing of liawser on 


the Merrimac." 


"Was i-t due to tempestuous weath- 


er or not?" 


"Not at all." 
Mv. Hanna read the following ex- 


tract from Admiral Schley's report 
of Femnry It3, to the committee of: 
n.ivr.l affairs in reference to the Ict- 
tnr from tiic serrtitnvy of the navy of 
February 6, 1898, beginning: "After 
having- been informed by the scouts 
commanded by such officers as Sigs- 
bee, Jewell and Wise, that although 
they had--nil ibeeiv off Santiago de 
Cuba for a \ve«k they had suen notli-

njU NOT TRLL SCHLEY. 


He then asked Cautain Wise if lie

'•Only through Captain Sigsbee. 
I 


did not ga on board the Brooklyn at 
all.

'•Had you been off Santiago for .".

"I was there from the morning c-f 


the 22nd until the evening of the 
26th, when tho flying squadron ar- 
rived." 


Captain Wiso was cross-examined 


on this point by Mi. "Raynor. 
He 


risked: 
"From 'tho morning oC the 


2Snd until the arrival of the flying 
squadron on -the evening of the 2Gth 
you were trying to get in touch with 
the enemy and watching the harbor?" 


"Yes." 
"You saw nothing in -thereP" 
"I could not see nny harbor at all." 
'•You could see 'around tho corner 


of Cay Smith?" 


"We saw the masts of a small ves- 


"Nothlngflt all." 
The witness had said that Captain 


Sigsbee had taken tho dispatch be- 
ginning, "Get in touch with the en- 
emy." 
The court, through Admiral 


Dewey, asked: 


"Was it your duty or that of Cap- 


tain Sigsbee to convey the informa- 
tion in the dispatch referred to to 
Commodore Schley?" 


•'I think it was Captain Sigsbee's, 


as he went immediately on duty and 
I was Intercepted by orders from the 
commodore to take the Merrimac in 
tow." 


Mr. Hanna—"Did you receive any 


inquiry, or did the commanding of- 
ficer of tho ilying squadron ask you 
for any information at any time?" 


'•Nothing." 
Mr. Raynor continued, his ques- 


tions, devoting hims&lf especially to 
the signalling between the Yale ant1, 
the flagship. The witness said he 
was sure.that on May 2G, when he 
hailed the Texas, he had not passed 
within hailing- distance of the Brook- 
lyn, being eleven and one-half miles 
distant.

been able to signal any information 
he might have hnd in regard to the 
sii.uu.tion. 
He had seen the masts 


of a vessel, nnd thought it to be a 
small military vessel. 
He had gone 


near enough to observe the land •bat- 
teries. 


In reply to an inquiry from the 


court the witness said that the land 
batteries did not fire upon .the Yale 
while that vessel was reconnoitering 
tho harbor. 


Us also said that even though he 


had been the senior officer while off 
Santiago prior to the arrival of Cap- 
tain Cotton he had not commanded 
Captain Sigsbee to give the commo- 
dore (Schley) the 
information 
lie 


(Wise) had given to him (Sigsbse). 


The questions by the court and the 


replies to them were as follows: 
THE YALE NOT FJHED UPON. 
"Did the batteries at or near San- 


tiago fire upon the Yale while slie was 
reconnoiterinp?" 


"Not at all." 
"Who was the senior 
officer 
off 


Santiago prior to tho arrival of the

•'I was senior officer until Captain 


Cotton came on the 23d. 
He

squadron came there on the 20th." 


"Did you not direct Captain Sigsbep 


to give to Commodore Schley the in-

"T did not." 
At this point Captain Wise wn.e 


excused and Admiral Cotton WHS re- 
called to make verbal corrections in 
tho testimony previously given by 
him.

CONVERSATION • WITH SCHLEY. 


Asked by Captain Leinley to relate 


his 
conversation 
with 
Admiral 


Schley on the occasion of that visit, 
he said:

ships of Admiral Cervera's squadron 
were within the harbor of Santiago; 
that they had been seen, and were in 
sight, and, .is a matter of -fact, one 
of them was then in sight at the en- 
trance to the harbor.
